BOAT BUILT OF LANCES. 


German Invention for the Use of Cav- 

alry Several Days Ahead of Main 

j Army. . 

{Exchange:} Some time ago an 
ingenious invention was brought out 
by a clever German, the central idea 
being that of a boat suitable for mi- 
tary operations, which can be

In the Vessel are airtight compart- 
ments which prevent sudden sinking, 
even if the boat should be hit by shots. 
Such a vessel holds 16 men with arms 
and the harness of their horses. 

The boat can be put together in four 
minutes by a half a dozen men and 
in two minutes. It 
can inte a bundle and 
strapped on a torse’s back; the size 
and weigh: is so small that even two 
boats can be carried by a single horse. 

By fastening two or more such ves- 
sels together and placing boards upon 
them wagons, guns and the like can ys 
easily carried. The capacity of one 
boat is 3600 pounds. By making a chain 
of them a bridge similar to the pontoon 
type can be built. As a fact, slimly 
built ntoon boats have already 
proved their value in actual warfare.

The stock raisers of the country are in ses- 
| sion at Denver. These are the men who know about 
the cost of raising steers and the prices which they 

will bring. They are experts, and while, of curse, 

their opinions. are biased. by self-igterest, yet their 
| 8 are always worthy of careful considera- 

The country is full of people who know nothing 
about the cost of producing anything or the mar- 
ket price of anything beyond that which comes to 
their back door from the wagon of the butcher or 
the baker; nothing of the statistics of supply and 
demand, country-wide and still less world-wide; 
nothing as to whether a commodity is imported 
into the United States or exported from the 
United States; nothing about the sources of sup- 
ply which fu competition with the honie 
preduct in the market; nothing about the 
cost of production in foreign lands and transporta- 
tion to our own shores of of these imports. 
Yet these people talk most volubly about the tariff 
and its bearings upon the cost of living. 

The stock men point out that we are exporting 
$200,000,000 worth of beef annually and import- 
ing none. While this condition exists it is impos- 
bla for the cost of meats to be forced up by any 
tariff put Upon these foodstuffs: Ar Mr. Springer, 
an expert, says, the price of beef in the foreign 
market, where $200,000,000 worth of our beef goes, 
fixes the price at home.

} ON A BERING SEA ISLAND, 


The People Are Great Whalers and 
Walrus Hunters and Live Chiefly 
on This Peod—Are Expert Makers 
of ivery Boards Adorned 
With Drawings of Sea Animals. 


Five hundred feet above the troubled 
surface of Bering Sea, which dashes 
itself to spray on the bare rock wall 
far below them, -lives a race of real 
cliff dwellers, says the Seattle Post- 
Intelligeuver. How long these strange 
people have been nestled in the caverns 
of Küss Island, no one pretends to 
know, but they are there today, liv- 
ing in much the same way as anthro- 
pologists say our ancestors lived some 
time in the long ago after they had 
given up roosting in trees.

The Spectacle That Caused So Much 
Sky-Gazing Yesterday!

Yesterday afternoon, while it was 
still daylight, as people were coming 
home from the aviation meet, groups 


of persons were pointing out a star in 


the southérn sky, discernible to most 
people. Speculation was rife, Some 
believed it to be an airship at a great 
height and spoke quite confidently on 
the subject. “‘What else,” they asked. 
“can it be?” When told that the mys- 


terious Object was in the precise posi- 
tion where the bright star Venus 
would shine forth in splendor a little 
later in the evening, they were gener- 
ally incredulous; but it is not an un- 
common thing for Venus, when near- 
ing inferior conjunction, to be visible 
in the daytime.
